Two ministers exerted distinct influence 
upon Ohio in its formative period— Manas- 
seh Cutler In its territorial organization and 
Edward Tiffin In the making of the first 
constitution. Cutler was a Congregational 
minister, who though only a private citizen 
interested in securing the adoption of the 
ordinance of 1787, secured the insertion of 
several Important conditions of that docu­ 
ment. 
Tiffin, though hest known as a pit)satan, 
had been a preacher before he studied medi­ 
cine. He was the president of the FTrst Con­ 
stitutional convention and an outstanding 
factor in the body. In that convention only 
two were sent from the W estern Reserve. 
The people of the reserve had not been keen 
for either the territorial or the state govern­ 
ment.
